A the climax of every presidential election, 
Americans feel called on to ex plain for the ben- 
fit of Europeans—and themselves—that the bit­ 
terness soon will be over and everybody will 
go back to work for another four ye a rs., 
'The Idea of fighting political battles with 
words, they point out, is copyrighted In this 
country. They like to believe this is the only 
country where political antagonists can still eat 
lunch together betw’een rounds. And perhaps it 
Is. 
At this stage In the ring-ding-dilly ccwitest for 
the Republican presidential nomination, t h e 
sam e kind of ex planation is timely. Gen. Eisen­ 
hower has just said what Sen. Taft previously 
had said—that the winner of the contest will be 
given the loser’s support. 
That is equally true of all the people interested 
in the Taft and Eisenhower candidacies; they 
will support the winner against the presidential 
nominee of the Democrats. 
The common aim of all electors who are not 
com mitted for one reason or another to support 
the Democratic nominee this year is to break 
the long leasehold of 
a coalition which has 
grown so corrupt in public power that it cannot 
regenerate itself. 
There is room for wide differences of opinion 
about how to do this, but no room whatever for 
a difference of opinion about the necessity for 
doing it. 
The presidential candidate chosen h y the Re­ 
publican convention a month from now automa­ 
tically will be entitled to the support of every 
citizen who relies, on two-party government to 
offer an alternative when either party becomes 
the prisoner of Its own mistakes in office. 


Ev entua lly ^ But No t Yet 
In an age of reason, the Wage Stabilization 
Board which the Senate narrowly has voted to 
continue, would work as a harmoniou.s unit to 
find areas of agreem ent for .settling industrial 
disputes. 
Meanwhile, it m ust try to work a s a panel of 
spokesmen for two minority groups—organized 
m anagem ent—and 
one 
m ajority group—the 
public at large. If the Senate’s proviso that 
appointees to the board must be confirmed by 
the Senate is upheld, that should give the board 
a better balance. But that. too. may be some- 
thing which m ust wait for an age of reason. 
In this age of modified craziness, the WSB 
has been turned Into a battlefield for a class 
w ar between men who work for wages and men 
who manajpe the enterprises which pay the 
wages. 
It has been an official denial of the American 
dream of a society of integrated effort dedicated 
to a high standard of living for all—not because 
Its m embers necessarily wanted it to be that 
way but because its membership represented 
minorities, not the people as a whole.

The broader implications 
In the 
Supreme Court’s ruling in the steel 
seizure case will be apparent as 
the years pass, for this decision 
has reversed the political trend of 
the last two decades. 
It has restored congressional gov­ 
ernment. It has returned the pres­ 
ident to his proper place in our 
political system. 
As the immediate cause for so 
revolutionary a decision was a la­ 
bor case, the effect is liable to be 
a restoration of direct collective 
bargaining between 
management 
and labor, with a decreasing par­ 
ticipation by government. 
Here, 
also, a trend is being reversed. 


SINCE THE organization of the 
NRA (1933>. the tendency in this 
country has been toward a Fascis­ 
tic labor relationship, that is, man­ 
agement organized into trade as­ 
sociations, labor organized into na­ 
tional trade union.s, with the gov­ 
ernm ent as the determining factor. 
Thi.s concept is not unlike Mu.s- 
solini’s syndicates. The Wagner Act 
and the National Labor Relations 
Board were the instrumentalities of 
this congealing arrangem ent. 
i 
The hope of both labor and gov­ 
ernm ent was that their procedures 
would 
so equalize 
the 
political 
strength of the unions that indus­ 
try would never be able to use 
economic power in a conflict be­ 
tween labor and industry. The plan- i 
rers of this relationship were Sid­ 
ney Hillman and Lee Pressm an. 
The Taft-Hartley act was design­ 
ed^ to place upon labor greater 
social and political responsibility. 
This act, to be 
f ul l y effective, | 
needs amendment giving the unions I 
wider authority to discipline their 
members. 
For instance, today an anti-Com- 
munist union cannot ex pel a mem­ 
ber for criminal 
subversion. 
A 


i member only can be disciplined 
for non-payment of dues. With a 
few amendments of this character, 
the Taft-Hartley act can be made 
more workable. 


HOWEVER, none of these law.s 
ever can o e a substitute in a free 
economy for direct collective bar­ 
gaining between management and 
labor. The present trouble in the 
steel industry, although it gives 
the appearance of being 
o v e r 
wages and benefits, is really over 
altogether another que.stion, nam e­ 
ly, the distribution of the increased 


cost of production due to a wage 
increase. 
The conflict here is over the gov­ 
ernm ent’s power under the law to 
control prices. Bernard Baruch in 
three wars now has called atten­ 
tion to a fundamental economic 
principle: when the law of .supply 
and demand is abandoned because 
of a war situation, wages, prîtes, 
rents, interest, profits have to be 
controlled simultaneously and on a 
strictly non-political basis. 
This never has been done be­ 
cause ^residents are 
politicians. 
The rdnJt. particularly 
d u r i n g 
World War II and during the Tru­ 
man administration, has been eco­ 
nomic chaos. 
Truman has wanted to r a i s e 
steel wages without raising steel 
prices, ex cept as provided for In 
the Capehart amendment. Had the 
m atter been handled by direct col­ 
lective bargaining, without the in­ 
tervention of government, the prob­ 
lem might have been solved within 
the margins available. 
As, however, the W’age Stabiliza­ 
tion Board has the power to decide 
what wages and prices should be, 
as directed by the President, then 
I collective bargaining amounts to 
little more than an acceptance and 
confirmation of the Government’s 
decisions. 


TH.AT SOME elements among la­ 
bor are beginning to grasp the 
I dangers of government intervention 
is apparent from the joining of 
Jam es P. Shields, of the Brother­ 
hood of Locomotive Engineers, in 
the steel seizure case as an am i­ 
cus curiae in opposition to the gov­ 
ernm ent’s position. 


I 
The railroads had been seized by 
the government and held for almost 
two years. Now that the railroads 
have been returned, the increase 
in wages amounts to what 
the 
workers could have obtained before 
they struck. 
The steel workers did not antici­ 
pate the situation. 'They had put 
their dependence upon the White 
House in the hope that 
a strike 
could be averted. 
And it all could have been avoid­ 
ed by the classicalj method of col­ 
lective bargaining which the more 
conservative labor leaders, s uc h 
as John L. Lewis or David Dubin- 
sky, employ. 
The Fascistic trend, which com­ 
menced with the NRA, may disapi- 
pear, even before the election, from 
labor relations.

A wildcat 
strike by 
a testy band who set 
themselves up as the volunteer 
leaders of 22,000 aircraft workers. 
And they forced that strike—ndl 
for higher wages, not for better 
conditions—but because they just 
didn’t like the taste of the drink­ 
ing water at the Long Island plants 
of Republic Aviation. 
Also they wanted power in the 
union at the plants. So to prove 
they have muscles they painted 
signs. They threw up picket lines. 
They disrupted production—and the 
Air Force reported that more than 
10 jets have been lost to our "op­ 
eration Strangle" in Korea. 


W’HEN THE legitimate leaders 
of the International Association of 
Machinists (AFL' tried to head off 
the wildcatters and hit the local 
radio and television airwaves with 
denunciation of the illegal .stoppage, 
these real union chiefs were threat­ 
ened, their wives and their kids, 
too. w'ith violence. 
Midnight phone calls have ha­ 
rassed their families as raucous 
voices told wives that their hus­ 
bands were carousing with other 
women—and were not at union ex ­ 
ecutive sessions as they said they 
were. 
And the assembly lines were halt­ 
ed at the plants which in the past 
have delivered more jets than any 
other installations. Phony picket 
lines, denounced by the union’s in­ 
ternational headquarters and its 
representative. Martin Buckley, de­ 
spite threats that he’s to be m aul­ 
ed soon, were respected by thou- 
sands of workers w'ho thereby crip­ 
pled several of the two 10-hour 
daily shifu. 
j 
During the first day’s strike last 
Monday, no one apparently asked 
why the picket lines were there. 
They just respected them. That, it , 
seems to me, perverts the tradì- ' 
tional sanctity of the picket. 


HERE WAS a band of men. some 
ex pelled from the union for inef­ 
ficient adm inistration—which puts 
It charitabb'—pulling a strike at 
Thunderjet plants which are run­ 
ning at capacity for the Air Force. 
These men had been brought up on 
trial and ousted after an election 
in which voting machines were 
used. So they agitated to show their 
real power. 
They knew that one of the griev­ 
ances* in the huge plants was the 
bad tasting 
w a t e r — which is bac- 
teriologically pure but just bad tast­ 
ing. They knew that the company f 
had spent $250,000 to make the wa- ; 
ter palatable. 
But they knew that this was still 
an issue—and they decided to call 
an unauthorized strike. To compli­ 
cate the grievances, they also made 
an issue out of a forem an’« , ad­ 
vanced to two girls. The ladies ^ 


slugged the foreman—and soon re­ 
signed. Unfortunate—but the com­ 
pany did ask the disturbed distaf­ 
fers to file complaints, which they 
haven’t up to this writing. 
There was a minor pay griev­ 
ance, too. but all three disputes 
were settled at a meeting the week 
before. This was known to the 
plants’ thousands of w arcraft m ak­ 
ers. 
Yet when they reported for the 
early shift right after the Decora­ 
tion Day week-end holiday, they 
“respected" the picket lines. So 
did the delivery men, who refused 
to move $1,800,000 worth of vital 
supplies into the compounds. Why? 
These were thrown up by insur­ 
gents. Everybod.v knew it. Yet they 
took a holiday. 


WHY ARE so ma^y people pick­ 
et-happy? The national union lead­ 
ers, under President A1 Hayes, and 
the local chiefs, who went on the 
air with pleas for a return to work, 
have said in effect: 
"We hav6 a contract which calls 
for grievance machinery. W’e are 
a responsible union. We have the 
respect of the community, the gov­ 
ernm ent and the industry. 
"We certainly don't want our 
fighting forces losing desperately 
needed equipment. We do not like 
to see our people losing pay. We 
want our disputes settled under the 
contracts which we intend to re- 
! spect when we sign, or we wouldn’t 
sign them. Responsible unionism 
must be much of labor’s strength." 
Yet when these men, seeking 
power in the local union, didn’t 
like the taste of the drinking wa­ 
ter, the Air Force lost 10 jets be­ 
cause thousands of workers auto­ 
matically respect a picket line — 
any

line—without 
asking 
questions.

LONDON 
International understanding al­ 
ways has been a goal of free peo­ 
ples. 
It 1.« surpriiflng that as much in­ 
ternational understanding as there 
is ex ists today io the face of so 
many complex factors which tend 
constantl.v to break it down. 
When there is a large-scale war 
some semblance of military unity 
IS always established. But in an 
emergency like the present—which 
is almost as serious as war, and, 
indeed, it is often called a "cold 
v^ar’’—there is no psychological 
unity and there is also economic 
disunity. 
Looking back at all the contro­ 
versy in Congress about the im­ 
portance of the "Voice of America" 
m reaching persons behind the iron 
curtain, one is tempted to suggest 
that the "Voice of America” might 
btUer be directed, with 
a different 
approach than at present, to the 
people of G reat Britain and that 
there also be set up here a "Voice 
of Britain" to speak to the Ameri­ 
can people. 


FOR THE viewpoints of the two 
nations are far apart, notwithstand­ 
ing the wishful optimism of the 
diplomats who think ever>'thing is 
going fine. 
Neither the State Department in 
Washington nor the Foreign Of 
fice in Great Britain realizes the 
ex tent to which each is damaging 
the cause of international under­ 
standing by carelessly-worded com­ 
ments and statements of public 
policy, and. in fact, by indepen­ 
dent statements made with reckless 
disregard of the effect upon each 
others’ public opinion.

The attitude of the British For­ 
eign Office toward Korea, as dis­ 
closed to the House of Commons 
under the prodding of the Labor- 
ites, is a far different thing from 
w'hat the BntLsh Foreign Office tells 
the State Departm ent when there 
are discussions jibout the F ar East.

INSTANCE AFTER instance in­ 
dicates that the diplomats are far 
more concerned about comprises 
with politicians than with national 
or international psychology. 
One mistaken impression preval­ 
ent in the United States, however, 
can readily be dispelled. It has to 
do with the oft-repeated comment 
in the United States that Europeans 
are not grateful for what America 
has done by way of economic aid. 
There Is no doubt that Britons at 
least are duly grateful for w ha t 
America has done. If thanks have 
not been forthcoming every 10 min­ 
utes. it is not because the Briton Is 
unmindful of its Importance. 
Likewise, many Americans, upon 
returning to the United States after 
visiting Britain, have said 
that 
they see little signs of a fear of 
war here. 
This must not be construed a.s 
meaning that Britons feel they are 
safe or secure. It is merely that 


the British have been stunned by 
war ex perience and they do not ex ­ 
hibit hysteria even w'hen they are 
afraid of w'hat might happen in 
Europe. 
'There is a basis for a good un- 
/ ’’erstanding between the British 
people and the American people. 
But it is retarded by the fact that 
the British public reads very little 
of the American viewpoint in the 
newspapers here. 


THERE CAN BE no satisfactory 
solution for international questions 
when the public opinion of one or 
both countries is not well informed. 
The British, like the Americans, 
understand opposition to their re­ 
spective governments, but 
t he y 
cannot form objective judgments 
of the importance of public senti­ 
ment unless they have a compre­ 
hensive view of all sectors of na­ 
tional opinion in each country. 
While the American press serves 
well the American people, and the 
British press serves well the Brit­ 
ish people, there is very little ar­ 
guing going on of the respective 
viewpoints of the two countries ex ­ 
cept in the invisible channels of 
diplomacy, where compromise and 
appeasement are usually found to 
be the easiest way to dispose of a

The Fascistic Trend Fades From Labor Relations 


Meek Little Man 


The broader implications in the 
Suprem e Court * ruling in the steel 
seizure case will be apparent as 
the years pass, for this decision 
has reversed the political trend of 
toe last two decades. 
It has restored congressional gov­ 
ernm ent. It has returned the pres­ 
ident to his proper place in our 
political system. 
As the im m ediate cause for so 
revolutionary a decision was a la­ 
bor case, the effect is liable to be 
a restoration of direct collective 
bargaining between 
m anagem ent 
and labor, with a decreasing p ar­ 
ticipation by government. 
Here, 
also, a trend is being reversed. 


SINCE THE organization of the 
XRA <1933), the tendency in this 
country has been toward a Fascis­ 
tic labor relationship, that is, m an­ 
agem ent organized into trade as­ 
sociations. labor organized into na­ 
tional trade unions, with the gov­ 
ernm ent as the determ ining factor. 
This concept is not unlike Mus­ 
solini’s syndicates. The W agner Act 
and the National Labor Relations 
Board wrere the instrum entalities of 
tnis congealing arrangem ent. 
The hope of both labor and gov­ 
ernm ent was that their procedures 
would 
so equalize 
the 
political 
strength of the unions that indus­ 
try would never be able to use 
economic power in a conflict be- 
twreen labor and industry. The plan­ 
ners of this relationship were Sid­ 
ney Hillman and Lee Pressm an. 
The Taft-Hartlev act was design- 
ed^ to place upon labor greater 
social and political responsibility. 
This act, to be f u l l y effective, 
needs am endm ent giving the unions 
wider authority to discipline their 
m em bers. 
For instance, today an anti-Com- 
m unist union cannot expel a m em ­ 
ber for crim inal 
subversion. 
A 
m em ber only can be disciplined 
for non-payment of dues. With a 
few am endm ents of this character, 
the Taft-Hartlev act can be made 
more workable. 


HOWEVER, none of these laws 
ever can be a substitute in a free 
economy for direct collective bar­ 
gaining between m anagem ent and 
labor. The present trouble in the 
steel industry, although it gives 
the appearance of being o v e r 
wages and benefits, is really over 
altogether another question, nam e­ 
ly, the distribution of the increased 


cost of production due to • wage 
increase. 
The conflict here is over the gov­ 
ernm ent’s power under the law to 
control prices Bernard Baruch in 
three wars now has called atten­ 
tion to a fundam ental economic 
principle: when the law of supply 
and demand is abandoned because 
cf a w ar situation, wages, prates, 
rents, interest, profits have to be 
controlled simultaneously and on a 
strictly non-political basis. 
This never has been done be­ 
cause presidents are 
politician*. 
The r€Ailt, particularly d u r i n g 
World War II and during the Tru­ 
man adm inistration, has been eco­ 
nomic chaos. 
Trum an has wanted to r a i s e 
steel wages without raising steel 
prices, except as provided for In 
the C apetian amendm ent. Had the 
m atter been handled by direct col­ 
lective bargaining, without the in­ 
tervention of government, the prob­ 
lem might have been solved within 
the m argins available. 
As. however, the Wage Stabiliza­ 
tion Board has the power to decide 
what wages and prices should be. 
as directed by the President, then 
collective bargaining amounts to 
little more than an acceptance and 
confirmation of the Governm ent’s 
decisions. 


THAT SOME elem ents among la- 
bor are beginning to grasp the 
dangers of government intervention 
is apparent from the joining of 
Jam es P. Shields, of the Brother­ 
hood of Locomotive Engineers, in 
the steel seizure case as an am i­ 
cus curiae in opposition to the gov­ 
ernm ent’s position. 
The railroads had been seized by 
the governm ent and held for alm ost 
two years. Now that the railroads 
have been returned, the increase 
in wages amounts to what 
the 
workers could have obtained before 
they struck. 
The steel workers did not antici­ 
pate the situation. They had put 
their dependence upon the White 
House in the hope that a strike 
could be averted. 
And it all could have been avoid­ 
ed by the classical, method of col­ 
lective bargaining which the more 
conservative labor leaders, s u c h 
as John L. Lewis or David Du bin- 
sky. employ. 
The Fascistic trend, which com­ 
menced with the NRA. may disap­ 
pear. even before the election, from 
labor relations.

WHEN THE legitim ate leaders 
of the International Association of 
M achinists (AFL) tried to head off 
the w ildcatters and hit the local 
radio and television airwaves with 
denunciation of the illegal stoppage, 
these real union chiefs were threat­ 
ened. their wives and their kids, 
too. with violence 
Midnight phone calls have ha­ 
rassed their families as raucous 
voices told wives that their hus­ 
bands were carousing with other 
. women—and were not at union ex- 
! ecutive sessions as they said they 
were. 
And the assem bly lines were halt­ 
ed at the plants which in the past 
have delivered more jets than any 
other installations. Phony picket 
lines, denounced by the union's in- 
! ternational headquarters and its 
representative. M artin Buckley, de­ 
spite threats that he’s to be m aul­ 
ed soon, were respected by thou­ 
sands of workers who thereby crip­ 
pled several of the two 10-hour 
daily shifts. 
During the first day s strike last 
M onday, no one apparently asked 
why the picket lines were there. 
They just respected them That, it 
seem s to me, perverts the tradi­ 
tional sanctity of the picket. 


HERE WAS a band of men. some 
expelled from the union for inef­ 
ficient adm inistration—which puts 
it charitably—pulling a strike at 
Thunderjet plants which are run­ 
ning at capacity for the Air Force. 
These men had been brought up on 
trial and ousted after an election 
in which voting m achines were 
used. So they agitated to show their 
real power. 
They knew that one of the griev­ 
ances in the huge plants was the 
bad tasting w ater—which is bac­ 
teriologically pure but just bad tast­ 
ing. They knew that the company j 
had spent $250,000 to m ake the wa­ 
ter palatable. 
But they knew that this was still 
an issue—and they decided to call 
an unauthorized strike. To compli­ 
cate the grievances, they also made 
an issue out of a fo rem an s ad­ 
vanced to two girls.

“ We ha v t a contract which calls 
for grievance m achinery. We are 
a responsible union. We have the 
respect of the community, the gov­ 
ernm ent and the industry. 
“ We certainly don’t want our 
fighting forces losing desperately 
needed equipment. We do not like 
to see our people losing pay. We 
want our disputes settled under the 
contracts which we intend to re­ 
spect when we sign. or we wouldn’t 
sign them. Responsible unionism 
must be much of labor’s strength." 
Yet when these men, seeking 
power in the local union, didn t 
like the taste of the drinking wa­ 
ter. the Air Force lost IO jets be­ 
cause thousands of workers auto­ 
m atically respect a picket line — 
any 
picket 
line—without 
asking 
questions.

U. S., Britain Should Exchange '’Voices’ 


Bv David Lawrence 


LONDON 
International understanding al­ 
ways has been a goal of free peo­ 
ples. 
It Is surprising that as much in­ 
ternational understanding as there 
is exists today io the face of so 
m any complex factors which tend 
constantly to break it down. 
When there is a large-scale w ar 
some semblance of m ilitary unity 
is always established. But in an 
em ergency like the present—which 
is alm ost as serious as war, and. 
indeed, it is often called a “cold 
w ar"—there is no psychological 
unity and there is also economic 
disunity. 
Looking back at all the contro­ 
versy in Congress about the im­ 
portance of the “Voice of Am erica" 
in reaching persons behind the iron 
curtain, one is tem pted to suggest 
that the “ Voice of A m erica’’ might 
butter be directed, with a different 
approach than at present, to the 
people of G reat Britain and that 
there also be set up here a “ Voice 
of B ritain" to speak to the Ameri­ 
can people. 


FOR THE viewpoints of the two 
nations are far apart, notwithstand- | 
ing the wishful optimism of the 
diplom ats who think everything is 
going fine. 
Neither the State D epartm ent In 
Washington nor the Foreign Of 
lice in G reat Britain realizes the 
extent to which each is dam aging 
the* cause of international under­ 
standing by carelessly-worded com­ 
ments and statem ents of public 
policy, and. in fact, by indepen­ 
dent statem ents made with reckless 
disregard of the effect upon each 
others’ public opinion. 
The attitude of the British For­ 
eign Office toward Korea, as dis­ 
closed to the House of Commons 
under the prodding of the Labor­ 
ites. is a far different thing from 
w hat the British Foreign Office tells 
the State D epartm ent when there 
are discussions about the F ar East. 
Prim e 
M inister ’ Churchill, 
for 
example, told the American Con­ 
gress that prom pt and resolute ac­ 
tion 
w o u l d 
be taken 
if t h e 
Korean truce talks broke down or 
if there were a Soviet attack in 
Southeast Asia. B ut’here in London 
there was issued immediately a 
public statem ent that “ no comm it­ 
ments have been m ade." 
The other day there was discus­ 
sion in the United States of a pos­ 
sible naval blockade of China. The 
Laborites pressed Anthony Eden, 


the foreign secretary, and he felt 
it desirable to say that there was 
“ no com m itm ent." 
This was but another way of 
telling 
the 
Chinese Communists 
that they needn’t worry about a 
breakdown of the truce talks—noth­ 
ing would happen as an alterna­ 
tive. 


INSTANCE AFTER instance In­ 
dicates that the diplomats are far 
more concerned about comprises 
with politicians than with national 
or international psychology. 
One m istaken impression preval­ 
ent in the United States, however, 
can readily be dispelled. It has to 
do with the oft-repeated comm ent 
in the United States that Europeans 
ar* not grateful for what America 
ha* done by way of economic aid. 
There is no doubt that Britons at 
least are duly grateful for w h a t 
America has done. If thanks have 
not been forthcoming every IO min­ 
utes, it is not because the Briton is 
unmindful of its importance. 
Likewise, m any Americans, upon 
returning to the United States after 
visiting Britain, have said 
that 
they see little signs of a fear of 
war here. 
This m ust not be construed as 
meaning that Britons feel they are 
safe or secure 
It is m erely that 


the British have been stunned by 
war experience and they do not ex­ 
hibit hysteria even when they are 
afraid of what might happen in 
Europe. 
There is a basis for a good un­ 
derstanding between the British 
people and the American people. 
But it is retarded by the fact that 
the British public reads very little 
ct the American viewpoint in the 
newspapers here. 


THERE CAN BK no satisfactory 
solution for international questions 
when the public opinion of one or 
both countries is not well informed. 
The British, like the Americans, 
understand opposition to their re­ 
spective governm ents, but t h e y 
cannot form objective judgm ents 
of the importance of public senti­ 
ment unless they have a compre­ 
hensive view of all sectors of na­ 
tional opinion in each country. 
While the American press serves 
well the American people, and the 
British press serves well the Brit­ 
ish people, there is very little a r­ 
guing going on of the respective 
viewpoints of the two countries ex­ 
cept in the invisible channels of 
diplomacy, where compromise and 
appeasem ent are usually found to 
be the easiest way to dispose of a 
question before teatim e

And we predict hie 
success will cause a stirring in the churches of 
all faiths and soon bring into video some addi­ 
tional churchmen of special magnetism and 
force. The Bishop has not only the video au­ 
diences and producers thinking, he has the 
churchmen of the country doing some tall think­ 
ing. too.

“The back seat riders par­ 
ticularly appreciated the full view 
they had. as there w ert no suits 
and coats hanging over part of the 
windows." 


Gutters are used on roof edges 
for the specific purpose of keet>- 
mg the downpour from th# roof 
under control. 
The gutters lead th# rain water 
to the top of a downspout and 
through that to the ground. Th# 
main object in doing this is to 
prevent the water from cascading 
down the face of the walls, drip­ 
ping on shrubs or flowers and ex­ 
posing th# roots or soaking into 
the ground along the wall of th# 
basement. 
In many cases the dowmspout is 
allowed to end at the face of a 
wall and defeats the entire purpose 
of the arrangement. In some cases, 
the rush of water does mor# dam ­ 
age than if no gutters or dow?v 
‘spouts were installed on the.hous#. 
If your house is equipped with 
gutters and downspouts, you should 
make sure that the end of the 
spout delivers the roof water to a 
splash mat and not directly on the 
ground 
Almost anything that protects th# 
ground will make a satisfactory 
splash mat. providing that it has a 
pitch away from th# hous«. Th# 
best mats ar# made of concrete, 
beveled off as shown Others ar# 
made of a brick surface, of slat# 
or even of wood. In some houses 
the owner has gone into rather ex­ 
travagant means of making this 
water disposal attractive. 
Barrels with the bottom knocked 
out and filled with stone ar# used 
a s ' catch basins. They resemble 
th# old water barrels which early 
settlers used to catch th# water 
from the roof They can b# very 
attractive when painted to match 
the house. 
The real high-class job of dis­ 
posing of the water from the roof 
is done by leading the end of the 
downspout below ground and into a 
long line of horseshoe tile drain­ 
age pipe. which leads the water 
out under the surrounding lawn.

A lawn mo wer is o ne o f the mo st 
efficient and simple pieces o f mech­ 
anism ever designed by man. It 
do es an o therwise difficult jo b with 
ease and speed. 
Any mo wer that is no t actually 
bro ken can be sharpened and put 
in first-rate co nditio n in abo ut 20 
minutes by the average ho useho ld­ 
er. Mo st peo ple have a mo wer 
that either cuts well and is a plea­ 
sure to use o r cuts badly and pro ­ 
duces a slip-sho d and irritating re­ 
sult. 
The m echanism o f a lawn mo wer 
is easy to understand. A set o f 
three o r mo re curved, whirling 
blades are ro tated by means o f 
gears meshed into the gears o n the 
wheels. 
These whirling blades sweep in 
the grass and alice it o ff between 
them.selves and a statio nary blade 
attached to the frame o f the mo w­ 
er. When the blades are reaso nably 
sharp, and just co ntact the edge o f 
the statio nary blade as they pass 
o ver it, the mo wer cuts evenly and 
nicely. 
To sharpen the blades, the mo w­ 
er is set up o n a bench o r table 
with the wheels and the wo o d ro ller 
flat o n the surface. The handle is 
swung o ver the machine and dro p­ 
ped do wn to the flo o r. 
One blade at a time is gra.sped 
firmly with o ne hand and a medi­ 
um-fine file is plied o ver the edge, 
fo llo wing the ex isting bevel. This 
will pro duce a go o d, raw, cutting 
edge. The statio nary blade is filed 
do wn slightly in the same manner.

The manner in which the fro nt 
entrance o f a small ho use is treat­ 
ed can make all the difference in 
the wo rld in the general appear­ 
ance o f the ho me.

Ho me o wners with an eye to a 
gracio us effect are aware o f the 
fact that po tted plants o r flo wer- 
filled runs o n bo th sides o f the en­ 
trance endo w it with a certain 
amo unt o f quality, but they are 
equally aware o f the fact that 
small po ts and plants are o ut o f 
pro po rtio n and large po tterv urns 
o r v’ases are ex tremely co stly. The 
ideal setting fo r this arrnagement 
can be pro duced very eco no mical­ 
ly- 
The square, substantial, entrance 
o rnaments sho wn are terra co tta 
flue linings such as are used fo r 
lining chimneys. One length o f thus 
is sufficient to make two ver.v hand­ 
so me and permanent bo x es. The 
co lo r is a typical po ttery shade, 
and they will last fo rever. 
The o ne difficulty with terra co tta 
is the difficulty in cutting the piece 
to the desired length because the 
material cracks o r fractures quite 
easil.v. 
Ho wever, this is o verco me bv 
filling the length with wet sand, 
making the line o f cut desired and 
then chipping alo ng the line with 
a sharp co ld chisel and hammer. 


Once the gro o ve is established, the 
material wiR crack alo ng that l*ne 
cleanly and sharp. 
Terra Co tta flue lining co mes in 
practically all dimensio ns and it 
wo uld be difficult to m .ss getting 
the square required.

Terra co tta may be painted if 
the natural shade do es no t fit into 
the scheme o f the ho use fro nt, but 
under no rmal co nditio ns it makes 
an ideal deco ratio n.

A law n m ow er is one of the m ost 
efficient and sim ple pieces of m ech­ 
anism ev er designed by m an. It 
does an otherw ise difficult job with 
ease and speed. 


Any m ow er th at is not actually 
broken can be sharpened and put 
in first-rate condition in about 20 
m inutes by the av erag e household­ 
er. 
M ost people have a m ow er 
th at eith er cuts well and is a plea­ 
sure to use or cuts badly and pro­ 
duces a slip-shod and irritatin g re ­ 
sult. 


The m echanism of a law n m ow er 
is easy to understand. A set of 
th ree or 
m ore curved, 
w hirling 
blades a re rotated by m eans of 
g ears m eshed into the gears on the 
w heels. 
T hese w hirling blades sw eep in 
the g rass and alice it off betw een 
them selves and a stationary' blade 
attached to the fram e of the mow­ 
er. When the blades are reasonably 
sharp, and ju st contact the edge of 
the stationary blade as they pass 
over it, the m ow er cuts evenly and 
nicely. 


To sharpen the blades, the m ow­ 
e r is set up on a bench or table 
w ith the w heels and the wood roller 
flat on the surface. The handle is 
sw ung over the m achine and drop­ 
ped down to the floor. 
One blade at a tim e is grasped 
firm ly with one hand and a m edi­ 
um -fine file is plied over the edge, 
following the existing bevel. This 
will produce a good, raw . cutting 
edge. The stationary blade is filed 
down slightly in the sam e m anner. 
The ad ju stm en t screw's at the 
back of the stationary blade allow 
it to be m oved closer or farth er 
aw ay from the revolving blades, so 
th a t a perfect adjustm ent is a sim ­ 
ple m atter. When a piece of new s­ 
p ap er w'lll catch betw een them and 
can be torn off nearly, the m ow er 
is right. 
All m ow ers have oil holes for 
the bearings and gears 
A few 
drops of heav? m achine oil is all 
the lubrication required Some p re­ 
fer to take off the wheels and coat

Adds Glamour

The m anner in which the front 
entrance of a sm all house is tre a t­ 
ed can m ake all the difference in 
the world in the general ap p ear­ 
ance of the home. A front door 
can be just a hole in the wall of 
the house or an inviting entrance. 
Hom e ow ners with an eye to a 
gracious effect are aw are of the 
fact th at potted plants or flower- 
filled runs on both sides of the en­ 
tran ce endow it with a certain 
am ount of quality, but they are 
equally aw are of the fact that 
sm all pots and plants are out of 
proportion and large pottery urns 
or vases are extrem ely costly. The 
ideal setting for this arm ag em en t 
can be produced very econom ical­ 
ly. 
/ 
The square, substantial, entrance 
ornam ents shown are te rra cotta 
flue linings such as are used for 
lining chim neys. One length of this 
is sufficient to m ake two very hand­ 
som e and perm anent boxes. The 
color is a typical pottery shade, 
and they will last forever. 
The one difficulty w ith terra cotta 
is the difficulty in cutting the piece 
to the desired length because the 
m aterial cracks or fractures quite 
easily. 
However, this is overcom e by 
filling the length with wet sand, 
m aking the line of cut desired and 
then chipping along the line with 
a sharp cold chisel and ham m er. 


Once the groove is established, the 
m aterial will crack along th at line 
cleanly and sharp. 
T erra Cotta flue lining com es in 
practically all dim ensions and it 
would be difficult to m iss getting 
the square required. The height 
of the boxes is a m atter of cutting 
the length. 
T erra cotta m ay be painted if 
the natural shade does not fit into 
the schem e of the house front, but 
under norm al conditions it m akes 
an ideal decoration.
